Review  of  the  1943  Season 


A  "brief  daily  market  report  on  grapes  was  issued  from  the  Eederal- 
State  Market  Hews  office  in  Rochester  from  September  27  through 
October  11,  1943c   These  reports  were  mailed  free-of-charge  to  all 
requesting  them.   The  information  contained • in  this  summary  was 
obtained  from  these  reports,  releases  from  the  U.  S.  Crop  Reporting 
Board,  the  State  Agricultural  Statistician  in  Albany*  and  from 
growers  and  shippers© 

Conditions  were  unfavorable  for  the  production  of  grapes  in  New  York 
State  and  the  estimated  production  this  season  was  369000  tons  as 
compared  with  69,600  tons  in  1942,  and  with  the  10-yr. (1932-41 )  aver- 
age of  63,190  tons.   Decreases  in  production  occurred  in  all  parts 
of  the  State*   The  Hudson  Valley  was  the  hardest  hit,  while  Niagara 
County  had  the  best  crop  as  compared  with  last  year.  The  production 
in  all  of  the  eastern  states  was  considerably  below  a  year  agofwhile 
in  California!/  the  heaviest  producing  state,  the  production  was  much 
heavier©   The  total  production  for  the  United  States  was  estimated  to 
be  2| 789, 700  tons  as  compared  with  2,402,150  tons  in  1942  and  the  ten 
year  (1932-41 )  average  of  2,354,460  tons. 

The  War  rood  Administration  issued  an  order  (EDO  80)  effective 
September  20  restricting  the  sale  or  delivery  of  Concord  type  grapes 
for  fresh  consumption  in  five  states;  New  York,  Pennsylvania!  0hio$ 
Michigan*  and  Washington.   In  New  York  State  it  applied  to  the  follow- 
ing counties:  Chautauqua*  Ya.tes,  Niagara,  Steuben,  Ulster,  Ontario, 
Erie,  Monroe,  Wayne2  Orange,  Dutchess,  Livingston  and  Orleans.  This 
restriction  prohibited  the  producer  from  selling  or  delivering  more 
than  100  lbs0  of  Concord  type  grapes,  which  included  such  varieties 
as  Cottages,  Eatons,  Hartford,  Rockwoods,  Ives,  and  Wordens.  This 
order  was  issued  to  assure  supplies  to  processors  for  increased 
manufacture  of  jams,  jellies,  juice  and  fruit  butters  to  fill  the 
requirements  of  the  armed  forces,  lend-lease,  and  civilians0 

During  the  season  there  were  practically  no  sales  for  fresh  consump- 
tion, therefore,  no  tabulation  showing  f.o.b.  prices  at  shipping 
point  is  included  in  this  review.   For  such  varieties  as  Del  aware s 
and  Catawbas  the  wineries  paid  growers  from  $100.00  to$125«00  per  ton* 
On  September  22  the  0cP#A.  established  a  maximum  price  of  $85*00  per 
ton  for  Concord  type  grapes  for  processing.   This  price  of  $85.00 
per  ton  was  paid  the  growers  throughout  the  season©  During  the  1942 
season  the  prevailing  price  was  mostly  around  $50c00  per  ton.   If  the 
production  in  the  State  this  season  had  been  about  normal,  the  ceiling 
price  of  $85o00  per  ton  would  have  ma.de  it  a  very  profitable  year  for 
the  growers.   However,  the  production  was  only  about  fifty  to  sixty 
percent  normal^consequently  this  cut  the  growers1  income  considerably* 

The  movement  by  both  rail  and  truck  wa.s  very  light  this  season,  only 
16  cars  moved  via  rail  as  compared  with  73  during  1942.   While  no 
official  figures  are  available  it  was  estimated  that  the  truck  move-^ 
ment  was  much  lighter  than  a  year  ago  when  less  than  five  percent 
moved  in  this  manner.
